AETIGLE  III. 

Section  12.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned 
for  debt  except  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law, 
upon  refusal  to  deliver  up  his  estate  for  the  bene- 
fit of  his  creditors,  or  in  cases  of  tort,  where 
there  is  a  strong  presumption  of  fraud. 

Section  20.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  re- 
quired, or  excessive  fines  imposed,  or  cruel  and 
unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

Section  21.  The  privilege  of  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  never  be  suspended,  unless,  in  case 
of  rebellion,  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  re- 
quire it. 

Section  24.  Laws  for  the  punishment  of 
crime  and  shall  be  founded  on  the  principles  of 
reformation  and  prevention,  but  this  shall  not 
affect  the  power  of  the  legislative  assembly  to 
provide  for  punishing  offenses  by  death. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Section  9.  The  Governor  shall  have  the 
power  to  grant  pardons,  absolute  and  condi- 
tional, and  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and 
to  grant  commutation  of  punishments  and  re- 
^spltes  after  conviction  and  judgment  for  any 
offenses  committed  against  the  criminal  laws  of 
this  State;  Provided,  however.  That  before  grant- 
ing pardons,  remitting  fines  and  forfeitures,  or 
commuting  punishments,  the  action  of  the 
Governor  concerning  the  same  shall  be  approved 
by  a  Board,  or  a  majority  thereof,  composed  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney  General  and 
State  Auditor,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Board 
of  Pardons.  The  Legislative  Asseml)ly  shall  by 
law  prescribe  the  sessions  of  said  TU);n'd,  and 
regulate  the  proceedings  thei-eof.    P>nt  iio  fine 
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or  forfeitures  shall  be  remitted,  and  no  commu 
tation  or  pardon  granted,  except  upon  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  said  Board  after  a 
full  hearing  in  open  session,  and  until  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearins:,  and  of 
the  relief  sought,  shall  have  heen  given  by  pub- 
lication in  some  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  County  where  the  crime  was 
committed,  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  weeks. 
The  proceedings  and  decisions  of  the  Board  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing,  and  with  their  reasons 
for  their  action  in  each  case,  and  the  dissent  of 
any  member  who  may  disagree,  signed  by  them 
and  filed,  with  all  papers  used  upon  the  hearing, 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
Governor  shall  communicate  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  at  each  regular  session,  each  case  of 
remission  of  fine  or  forfeiture,  reprieve,  com- 
mutation or  pardon  granted  since  the  last 
previous  report,  stating  the  name  of  the  contact, 
the  crime  of  which  he  was  convicted,  the  sentence 
and  its  date,  and  the  date  of  remission,  commuta- 
tion, pardon  or  reprieve,  with  the  reasons  for 
granting  the  same,  and  the  objections,  if  any, 
of  any  member  of  the  Board  made  thereto. 

Section  20.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State  and  Attorney  General  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners,  which 
Board  shall  have  such  supervision  of  all  matters 
connected  with  the  State  Prisons  as  mav  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  I  ; 


LAWS  RESPECTING  CONDUCT  OF  THE 
STATE  PRISON. 


9716.  (2950).  Board  of  State  Prison  Com- 
missioners.— Tlie  board  of  state  prison  commis- 
sioners consists  of  the  governor,  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  attorney  general,  and  has  sncli 
supervision  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
state  prison  as  is  provided  for  in  this  title. 

9717.  (2951).  Board  Has  Control  of  Grounds. 
— The  board  of  state  prison  commissioners  has 
full  control  of  the  state  prison  grounds,  build- 
ings, prison  labor  and  prison  property;  has 
power  to  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased,  all 
needed  commissary  supplies,  all  raw  material 
and  tools  necessary  for  any  manufacturing  pur- 
poses carried  on  at  said  prison;  and  to  sell  all 
manufactured  articles,  and  collect  the  money  ' 
for  the  same.  The  board  has  power  to  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to 
the  management  of  the  prison,  the  discipline  of 
the  convicts  and  the  conduct  and  compensation 
of  the  guards  and  assistants. 

9718.  (2952).^  Officers  of  Boards.~T^e  gov- 
ernor is  the  president,  and  the  secretary  of  state 
the  secretary  of  the  board;  and  any  two  thereof 
are  a  quorum,  with  full  power  to  transact  any 
business  that  may  be  required  of  such  board. 

9719.  (2953).  Duty  of  Secretary. -It  is  the 
duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a  full  and  complete  account  in  a  book  or 
books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  of  all  the 
transactions  and  proceedings  of  the  board. 

9720.  (2954).  Appointment  of  Warden. — 
The  board  must  appoint  a  warden,  who  shall 
liold  his  office  under  its  authorit}',  and  is  liable 
to  be  removed  at  any  time  at  its  discretion. 
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9721.  (2955).  Duties  of  Warden,-Tlie  war- 
den has  power  to  appoint  and  remove  all  neces- 
sary gnards  and  assistants,  in  and  abont  the 
prison,  snbjeet  to  the  approval  of  the  board  as 
to  the  number  appointed, 

9722.  (2956).  Same.-The  warden  has  the 
general  superintendence  of  prison  discipline  and 
prison  labor ;  mnst  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a 
book  wherein  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  age, 
sex,  occupation,  place  of  birth,  where  sent  from, 
the  crime  charged,  date  of  incarceration  and  the 
expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  prisoners 
therein  confined  were  sentenced,  and  shall  make 
out  a  correct  monthly  report  of  the  same,  and 
file  such  report  with  the  secretary  of  the  board; 
and  shall  securely  and  carefully  file  in  his  of!ice 
all  committm.ents  of  prisoners  that  may  be  sent 
to  the  state  prison,  and  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept, 
a  correct  account,  and  certify  any  mileage  that 
may  be  due  to  any  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff 
for  conveying  ]3risoners  to  the  state  prison. 

9723.  Hours  of  Labor  for  Prison  Guards.— 
A.  period  of  eight  hours  in  each  i)eriod  of 
twenty-four  consecutive  hours  shall  constitute  a 
da3^'s  work  for  all  prison  guards  employed  in 
and  about  the  State  Prison;  except  in  cases  of 
insurrection,  revolt  or  escape  of  the  prisoners 
confined  therein,  or  of  other  emergencies  en- 
dangering health,  life  or  property. 

Act  approved  March  18,  1907,  Section  1,  10th 
Session,  Chapter  195. 

9724.  Penalty  for  Violation  of  Act. — Every 
officer,*  warden  or  contractor  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  convicts  of  the  State  Prison, 
who  has  charge  of  or  employs  the  prison  guards 
for  such  state  piison,  who  violates  any  of  tlie 
provisions  of  Section  9723  (1)  of  this  Act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  One  Hundred  Dollars,  nor  more  than 


Five  Hundred  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  snch  tine  and 
imprisonment. 

Act  approved  March  IS,  1907 ;  Section  2,  10th 
Session^  Chapter  195. 

9725.  '  (Section  2957).  Besidence  of  War- 
den, Monthly  Estimate.- -The  warden  must  re- 
side at  the  state  j3rison,  and  within  five  days 
hefore  the  expiration  of  each  month  must  make 
out  a  complete  statement  of  the  probable  or 
estimated  amount  of  clothing,  provisions,  medi- 
cines, and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries,  and 
the  character  and  quality  of  the  same,  and  make 
a  requisition  upon  the  board;  and  it  must,  as 
soon  thereafter  as  posible,  furnish  or  cause  to 
be  ftirnished.  the  articles,  stores,  or  provisions 
thus  required,  or  so  much  thereof  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  prison  during  the 
ensuing  month;  but  no  supplies  must  be  pur- 
chased or  articles  furnished  the  prison  at  a 
greater  price  than  the  usual  market  rates  for 
such  articles ;  and  the  board  is  not  prevented 
from  furnishing  any  necessary  article  at  any 
time  not  enumerated  in  the  monthly  requisition 
of  the  warden,  or  from  purchasing  or  contract- 
ing for  a  greater  than  a  monthly  supply  of  any 
article  used  in  said  prison,  when  deemed  for  the 
l)est  interest  of  the  state. 

9726.  (Section  29^8) .—Accounts  to  he  Cer- 
tified by  Warden. — All  accounts  for  provisions, 
clothing,  medicines,  fuel,  lights,  or  other  sup- 
plies or  stores  furnished  to  the  state  prison,  as 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  must  be 
presented  to  the  warden,  and  if  the  articles 
therein  enumerated  have  Ijeen  received,  he  must 
so  certify,  and  the  accounts  so  certified  must  be 
delivered  to  the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  if 
the  account  be  correct,  and  the  articles  named 
therein  were  purchased  or  ordered  by  the  board, 
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it  must  audit  and  allow  the  claim.  All  claims 
for  salaries,  repairs,  buildings,  or  labor  must 
be  certified  to  by  the  warden,  presented,  allowed, 
and  paid  as  other  indebtedness  against  the  state 
prison. 

9727.  (Section  2959).  Sealed  Proposals  for 
Supplies. — The  board  may,  whenever  in  its 
judgment  it  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  state,  advertise  for  seaJed  proposals  for  tlie 
furnishing  of  supplies  to  the  state  prison. 
Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  letting  of 
each  contract  must  be  given  for  at  least  two 
consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published 
within  this  state.  Such  notice  must  state  the 
character,  quality,  and  quantity  of  the  supplies 
required,  and  any  person  may  bid  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  all  or  any  part  of  the  articles  enumer- 
ated in  the  notice ;  but  no  contract  must  be  made 
for  furnishing  more  than  one  year's  supplies,  as 
estimated  by  the  warden. 

9728.  (Section  2960).  Labor  of  Convicts. 
— The  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  cause  the 
prisoners,  or  any  number  of  them,  to  be  em- 
ployed in  any  mechanical  pursuit,  and  at  hard 
labor,  and  furnish  any  convicts  thus  employed 
with  any  material  that  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, in  the  same  manner,  as  is  provided  for  the 
furnishing  of  supplies  and  stores  to  the  state 
prison,  and  the  board  shall,  in  all  respects,  have 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  employment  of  the 
convicts,  and  may  from  time  to  time  employ 
them  in  such  manner  as,  in  its  opinion,  will  best 
subserve  the  interest  of  the  state  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  prisoners.  But  neither  the  board 
nor  the  Warden  must  let  by  contract  to  any  per- 
son the  labor  of  any  convict  in  the  prison. 

9729.  (Section  296.1).  Employment  of  Con- 
victs.—li,  at  any  time,  the  board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the 
state  to  employ  any  portion  of  the  prisoners,. 
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either  within  or  without  the  walls  or  enclosures 
of  the  state  prison,  either  in  improveiment  of 
the  public  grounds  or  buildings  or  otherwise 
where  they  may  be  profitably  employed,  it  has 
power  to  so  employ  such  labor ;  it  must,  in  such 
case,  direct  the  warden  accordingly  in  writing, 
and  cause  a  record  of  such  order  to  be  entered  at 
length  on  the  records  of  the  board. 

9730.  (Section  2962).  Escape  of  Convicts, 
—The  warden  and  officers  of  the  prison  shall 
incur  no  forfeiture  for  the  escape  of  any  convict 
employed  without  the  walls  or  enclosures  of  the 
prison  by  order  of  the  board,  or  going  to  or 
returning  from  such  employment  unless  such 
escape  should  arise  from  neglect  or  violation  of 
law,  or  the  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  of  the 
board. 

9731.  (Section  2963).  Prison  Extended  over 
Places  of  Labor.— The  state  prison  is  hereby 
declared  to  extend  to  and  over  any  place  or 
places  of  employment  of  the  convicts  without 
the  walls  or  inclosures  of  the  prison,  at  which 
convicts  may  be  employed. 

9732.  (Section  2964).  Moneys  Received  for 
Prison  Labor. — All  sums  that  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  become  due  to  the  state  for  any 
manufactured  article  sold,  or  for  labor  per- 
formed, either  within  or  without  the  prison  walls 
or  enclosures,  must  be  certified  to  by  the  warden, 
under  oath  to  the  board,  who  must  receive  and 
receipt  for  the  same;  and  all  moneys  thus  re- 
ceived must  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and 
the  treasurer  must  place  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  state  prison  fund;  and  the  secretary  of 
said  board  must  make  a  report  thereof  to  the 
state  auditor,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month, 

9733.  (Section  2965).  Inspection  of  Books 
and  Papers. — All  books  or  papers  kept  by  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the  board 
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and  the  warden  of  the  state  prison,  must  on  all 
times,  on  legal  days,  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  members  of  the  board,  all  state  officers, 
members  of  the  legislative  assembly,  and  the 
sheriffs  of  the  several  co  unties  of  the  state ;  and 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office, 
be  delivered  over  to  their  successors. 

9734.  (Section  2966).  United  States  Con- 
victs, Expense  Of. — The  board  and  the  warden 
of  the  state  prison  are  hereby  required  to  re- 
ceive all  criminals  sentenced  to  the  state  prison 
by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
keep  them  at  hard  labor  or  in  solitary  confine- 
ment, agreeable  to  the  order  of  the  court  pro- 
nouncing such  sentence,  until  legally  discharged 
therefrom;  and  the  warden  must  certify  to  the 
board  the  expense  of  keeping  all  convicts  thus 
sentenced,  and  the  said  board  must  certify  the 
same  to  the  state  auditor. 

9735.  (Section  2967).  Bides  and  Regula- 
tions of  Prison. — The  board  must,  from  time  to 
time,  cause  to  be  placed  in  some  conspicuous 
place  or  places  about  the  prison,  so  much  of 
the  laws  of  the  state,  and  the  rules,  regulations, 
and  by-laws,  of  the  state  prison,  as  relates  to 
the  intercourse  between  visitors  to  the  prison 
and  the  prisoners  therein  confined. 

9736.  (Section  2968).  Penalty  for  Violation 
of  Rules. — Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  of  the  prison,  as 
adopted  and  published  by  the  board,  must  be 
subject  to  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board,  and  proceeded  against  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  and  the 
rules  of  the  board.  No  barbarous  punish- 
ments, by  whipping,  shoAvering,  or  otherwise 
must  be  prescribed  by  the  board ;  nor  shall  con- 
victs, as  punishment,  be  deprived  of  the  regular 
rations  of  food,  and  at  the  same  time  compelled 
to  work  the  usual  number  of  hours  per  day. 


9737.  (Section  2969).  Commutatioyi  of  Sen- 
tence upon  Good  Behavior.— Tlie  board  is  here- 
by authorized  and  required  to  grant  to  any  con- 
vict confined  in  the  state  prison,  who  shall  well 
behave  himself  and  who  shall  perform  regular 
labor  during  good  health,  either  within  or  with- 
out the  state  prison  inclosures,  a  credit  of  the 
time  from  his  sentence  as  appears  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  for  respectiYe  years  of  his  sentence, 
and  pro  rata  for  any  part  of  a  year  when  the 
sentence  is  for  more  or  less  than  a  year:

9738.  (Section  2970).  Forfeiture  of  Com- 
rnut  at  ion.— Any  such  convict  who  commits  an 
assault  upon  his  keeper,  any  guard,  officer,  or 
convict,  or  otherwise  endangers  life,  or  by  any 
flagrant  disregard  of  the  rules  of  the  prison,  or 
any  misdemeanor  whatever,  forfeits  all  deduc- 
tions of  time  earned  by  him  for  good  conduct 
before  the  commission  of  such  offense;  such  for- 
feiture, however,  must  only  be  made  by  the 
board,  after  due  proof  of  the  offense,  and  notice 
to  the  offender;,  nor  shall  such  forfeiture  be  im- 
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posed  when  a  party  has  violated  any  rule  or 
rules  without  violence  or  evil  intent,  of  which 
the  board  must  be  the  sole  judges. 

The  name  of  no  convict  who  attempts  to  es- 
cape must  be  sent  to  the  board  for  the  commuta- 
tion herein  provided. 

9739.  (Section  2971).  Discharged  Convict 
Entitled  to  Suit  of  Clothes  and  Money.— When- 
ever any  convict  is  discharged  from  imprison- 
ment, the  warden  must  provide  him  with  proper 
and  sufficient  clothing,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
tAventy-five  dollars,  and  must  pay  him  in  addi- 
tion five  dollars  in  money. 

9740.  (Section  2972).  County  Jails  May  he 
Made  Prisons. — Whenever  the  state  prison 
is  insufficient  to  contain  the  prisoners  sentenced 
to  confinement  therein,  the  board  must  enter 
into  contracts  with  the  commissioners  of  such 
counties  as  have  suitable  jails  for  keeping  con- 
victs, that  may  thereafter  be  sentenced  to  con- 
finement, in  the  state  prison,  and  must  notify 
the  district  judges  that  such  jails  have  been 
procured  for  state  prison  purposes,  and  such 
judges,  until  further  notified,  must  sentence  any 
prisoner  convicted  of  a  felony  to  one  of  the  jail& 
so  designated. 

9741.  (Section  2973).  Bond  of  Warden.— 
The  warden,  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond  in  such  sum  as 
the  board  designates,  not  exceeding  twenty 
fhousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties,  which  bond  shall  be  given  to  the  state, 
approved  hj  the  state  treasurer,  and  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state. 

9742.  (Section  2974).  Insane  Convicts. — 
When  the  warden  is  of  the  opinion  that  any  pri- 
soner is  insane,  he  must  certify  the  fact  under 
oath  to  the  board  which  may,  in  its  discretion, 
order  the  removal  of  «uch  prisoner  to  the  insane 
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asylum.  As  soon  as  the  authorities  of  the 
asylum  ascertain  that  such  person  is  insane, 
they  must  immediately  notify  the  board  of  that 
fact,  and  thereupon  the  warden  must  cause  such 
prisoner  to  be  at  once  ]'eturned  to  the  prison, 
if  his  term  of  imprisonment  has  not  expired. 

9743.  (Section  2975).  Reports  of  Warden 
and  Board.  — T]ie  warden  must,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year,  make 
a  detailed  report  to  the  board  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month, 
stating  therein  the  names  of  the  guards  and 
assistants,  and  other  officers,  with  their  salar- 
ies, the  number  of  convicts,  showing  the  name 
of  each  convict,  his  age  and  general  appearance, 
when  and  where  convicted,  and  of  what  crime, 
term  of  sentence  and  when  it  expires,  and  the 
number  received  and  discharged  during  the 
year,  the  amount  of  manufacture,  and  the  money 
received  from  the  same  and  the  cost  thereof, 
and  a  full  statement  of  the  condition,  manage- 
ment, and  concerns  of  the  prison  ,and  the  board 
must  make  a  like  report  to  each  legislative  as- 
semblv. 

9744.  (Section  2976) .  State  Prison  Fund.— 
The  moneys  appropriated  by  the  legislative 
assembly  and  the  proceeds  of  the  labor  of  pri- 
soners constitute  the  state  prison  fund. 

The  moneys  in  the  state  prison  fund  are  ap- 
plicable to  tile  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
prison,  and  salaries. 

The  expenses  and  salaries  must  be  audited 
and  allowed  b}^  the  board  of  examiners ;  after 
which,  u]3on  the  order  of  the  board,  the  State 
Auditor  must  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer therefor,  and  the  Treasurer  must  pay  the 
same  out  of  such  fund. 

The  board  cannot  contract  any  debts  or  incur 
any  liability  binding  u])on  the  state. 

9748.  (Section  2980).  Dvties  of  Board.— 
Clerk.  — The  board  has  the  power  to  employ  a 
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clerk  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  board,  or  the 
secretary  thereof,  to  cause  to  be  kept  in  a  book 
or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  a  full  and 
complete  account  of  all  the  transactions  and 
proceedings  of  tlie  board.  The  board  shall  also 
cause  to  be  kept  at  the  state  prison,  a  book 
wherein  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  nativity, 
age,  height,  weight,  occupation,  county  convicted 
in,  crime  charged,  term,  date  of  sentence,  date 
of  incarceration,  expiration  of  sentence  without 
good  time,  expiration  of  sentence  with  full  good 
time,  of  all  prisoners  therein  confined,  and  shall 
cause  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  board,  such 
records  as  will  enable  the  board  or  any  mem]>er 
thereof  to  ascertain  the  name  of  every  prisoner 
confined  in  the  state  prison,  and  such  other  facts 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  may  be  neces- 
sary in  order  to  have  before  them  a  full  and 
complete  record  of  every  prisoner  confined,  to- 
gether with  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  same 
per  month  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  the 
erection  and  im])rovements  of  buildings  upon 
the  Drison  grounds. 

Act  approved  Marcli  10,  1893. 

9749.  (Section  2981).  Potvers  of  Board.- 
The  board  of  state  prison  commissioners  has 
full  control  of  the  prison  grounds,  buildings, 
prison  labor  and  prison  property ;  has  power  to 
purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased  all  raw 
material  and  tools  necessary  for  an}^  manufac- 
turing purposes  carried  on  at  the  said  prison; 
and  to  sell  all  manufactured  articles  and  collect 
the  money  for  the  same.  The  board  has  power 
to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  in 
regard  to  the  management  of  the  prison,  the 
care,  custody,  control  and  discipline  of  the  con- 
victs and  the  conduct  of  the  guards  and  all  per- 
sons connected  with  the  prison.

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PARDONS,  Pi^ROLES,  COMMUTATIONS, 
REMISSIONS  AND  RESPITES. 

9556.  (Section  2630).  Power  of  Governor 
to  Grant  Pardons,  Board  of  Pardons,  Hotu  Com- 
posed.— The  g^overnor  lias  the  power  to  grant 
pardons,  absolute  or  conditional,  and  to  remit 
fines  and  forfeitures,  and  to  grant  commutations 
of  punishments  and  respites  after  conviction, 
and  judgment  for  offenses  committeed  against 
the  criminal  law  of  this  state.  PROVIDED, 
that  before  granting  pardons,  remitting  fines 
and  forfeitures,  or  commuting  punishments,  the 
action  of  the  governor  concerning  the  same  shall 
be  approved  b}^  a  board,  or  a  majority  thereof 
composed  of  the  secretary  of  state,  attorney 
general,  and  state  auditor,  who  shall  be  known 
as  the  ''Board  of  Pardons." 

9557.  (Section  2631).  Meetings  of  the 
Board. — The  board  must  hold  regular  meetings 
at  its  office  at  the  seat  of  government,  on  the 
second  Monday  of  each  month,  and  such  special 
meetings  as  the  president,  or  any  two  members 
may  direct. 

9558.  (Section  2632).  Notice  of  Pardon 
from  the  Governor,  Board  to  Convene. — Upon 
the  receipt  of  notice  in  writing  from  the  gover- 
nor tliat  he  has  granted  a  pardon,  absolute  or 
conditional,  or  remitted  a  fine  or  forfeiture,  or 
commuted  a  punishment  of  any  person  after 
conviction  and  judgment  for  any  otfense  com- 
mitted against  the  criminal  laws  of  the  state, 
the  board  must  immediately  convene  for  the 
consideration  thereof. 

9559.  (Section  2633.)  Order  of  the  Board 
Fixing  Time  for  Hearing.  Form  of  Order.— At 
such  meeting  the  board  must  pass  an  order 
in  substance  as  follows : 

"WHEREAS,  the  governor  lias  tliis  (la\'  ofHic- 
ially  notified  the  board  tliat  lie  lias  iirantcd  a

Therefore,  be  it  ordered  that  the

9560.  (Section  2634) .  Publication  of  Order. 
— The  board  must  cause  a  copy  of  such  order  to 
be  published  in  the  newspaper  therein  desig- 
nated, at  least  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  prior 
to  the  hearing,  and  at  the  same  time  cause  to  be 
deposited  in  the  postoffice  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment, post-paid,  a  copy  of  said  order  and  notice 
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iiddressed  to  the  district  judge,  county  attorney 
and  sheriff,  respectively,  of  the  county  where  the 
<3rinie  was  oomroitted,  and  in  like  manner  mail

9561.  (Section  2635).    Proof  of  Publication.  -

9562.  (Section  2636).  Record  of  Meeting, 
What  to  Contain.— AX  the  hearing  the  board 
must  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  showing  :  — 

1.  The  name  of  all  persons  appearing  before 
the  Board  on  behalf  of  the  person  pardoned 
by  the  governor. 

2.  The  name  of  all  persons  appearing  before 
the  board  in  opposition  to  the  granting  of  the 
same. 

3.  The  testimony  of  all  persons  giving  evi- 
dence before  the  board. 

4.  That  the  affidavit  and  return  from  the 
printer  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  and  order 
of  hearing,  was  on  file  prior  to  the  hearing. 

9563.  (Secton  2637).  Counsel  may  heHeard. 
— The  petitioner,  as  well  as  parties  opposed  to 
granting  the  relief  sought,  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  board,  be  heard  by  counsel. 

9564.  (Section  2638).  Decision  and  Papers 
to  Be  Transmitted  to  Secretary  of  State.— 
Within  twenty  days  after  the  hearing  of  any 
case,  the  board  must  file  with  the  secretary  of 
state,  its  decision  in  writing,  together  with  all 
papers  used  in  each  case,  and  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  decision  to  the  governor. 

9565.  (Section  2639).  Decision  and  Dissent 
to  he  Recorded.— Tlie  decision  must  be  entered 
at  length  in  the  '^Record  of  Proceedings"  of 
the  board,  and  the  dissent  of  any  member  there- 
to must  be  filed  and  entered  at  the  same  time. 
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9566.  (Section  2640).  Board  to  Keep  a 
Record,  What  to  Contain.— The  board  must  keep 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  in  which  must  ap- 
pear a  copy  of  all  notices  of  the  granting  of  par- 
dons, absolute  or  conditional,  the  remission  of 
tines  or  forfeiture,  the  commutation  of  punish- 
ment transmitted  by  the  governor,  with  a  list  of 
the  signatures  and  recommendations  in  favor  of 
each  applicant;  also  statinf^-  therein: — 

1.  The  name  of  the  oonvict. 

2.  The  crime  of  which  he  was  convicted. 

3.  The  term  of  sentence  and  its  date. 

4.  The  date  of  commutation,  pardon  or  re- 
mission. 

9567.  (Section  2641).  Board  May  Pre- 
scribe  Rules.— Tlie  board  may  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
law,  as  it  ma}^  deem  necessary. 

9568.  (Section  2642).  Governor  to  Report 
to  Legislative  Assembly.— Tlie  governor  must 
communicate  to  the  legislative  assembly  at  each 
regular  session,  each  case  of  remission  of  fine 
or  forfeiture,  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon, 
granted  since  the  last  previous  report,  stating 
the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime  of  which  he 
was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  the 
date  of  remission,  commutation,  pardon  or  re- 
prieve, with  the  reason  for  granting  the  same, 
and  the  objection,  if  any,  of  any  of  the  members 
of  the  board  made  thereto. 

9569.  (Section  2643).  Governor  may  Re- 
quire Report  from  Judge. — When  an  applica- 
tion is  made  to  the  governor  for  a  pardon,  he 
may  require  the  judge;  of  the  court  before  which 
the  conviction  was  had,  or  the  county  attorney 
by  w'hom  the  action  was  prosecuted,  to  furnish 
him,  without  delay,  with  a  statement  of  the 
facts  on  the  trial,  and  any  other  facts  having 
reference  to  the  propriety  of  granting  or  re- 
fusing the  pardon. 
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9570.  (Section  2644.)  When  Publication 
Not  Necessary. — No  publication  need  be  made 
as  provided  in  Section  9559  (2633),  in  the  fol-

2.  When  the  term  of  imprisonment  of  the 
applicant  is  within  ten  days  of  its  expiration. 

9571.  (Section  2645).  Governor  may  Re- 
spite.— The  governor  has  the  power  to  grant 
respites  after  conviction  and  judgment,  for  any 
otfenses  committed  against  the  criminal  laws  of 
the  state,  for  such  time  as  he  thinks  proper. 

9572.  (Section  2646).  May  Restore  to 
Citizen  ship. —The  governor  has  power  to  re- 
store to  citizenship  any  person  convicted  of  any 
offense  committed  against  the  laws  of  the  state, 
upon  cause  being  shown,  either  after  the  ex- 
piration of  sentence,  or  after  pardon. 

9573.  Parole  of  Prisoners  in  State  Prison. — 
The  governor  may  recommend  and  the  State 
Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  may  parole  any 
inmate  of  the  state  prison,  under  such  reason- 
ble  conditions  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  and  adopted  by  such  state  board: 
providing,  however. 

First ;  That  no  convict  shall  be  paroled  who 
has  been  previously  convicted  of  a  felony  other 
than  the  one  for  which  he  is  serving  sentence, 
either  in  this  state  or  elsewhere. 

Second:     That    no    convict    serving  a 
time    sentence    shall    be    paroled    until  he 
shall  have  served  at  least  one-half  of  his  full 
term,  not  reckoning  his  good  time:  except  that 
any  convict  serving  a    time    sentence  may  be 
paroled  after  he  shall  have  served,  upon  his 
1   term  of  sentence,  twelve  and  one-half  years, 
i      Third:    No  convict  serving  a  life  sentence, 
\  shall  be  paroled  until  he    shall    have  served 
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twenty-five  years  less  (he  diminution  which 
would  have  heen  allowed  for  good  conduct  had 
his  sentence  been  for  twenty-five  years,  and  then 
only  by  unanimous  consent  in  writing  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Pardons.

9574.  Paroled  Prisoners  Still  in  Legal  Custody. 
—All  such  convicts,  while  on  parole,  shall  re- 
main in  the  legal  custody  and  under  the  control 
of  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Comissioners,  and 
subject  fit  any  time  to  be  returned  to  the  state 
prison,  either  for  breach  of  the  conditions  of  his 
parole,  or  otherwise,  and  the  written  order  of 
such  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  certified 
by  the  State  Prison  Contractors  or  the  warden 
or  "other  officer  in  charge  of  the  state  prison, 
shall  be  sufficient  warrant  to  any  officer  to  retake 
and  return  to  actual  custody  any  such  convict, 
(jeograi^hical  limits  wholly  within  the  state  may 
be  fixed  in  each  case  of  parole,  and  the  same 
shall  be  etilarged  or  reduced  according  to  the 
conduct  of  the  ]:irisoner ;  PEOVIDED,  that  such 
paroled  prisoner  shall  be  required  to  report  in 
writing  to  said  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners 
at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  stating  their 
postoffice  address,  the  nature  and  kind  of  work 
or  employment  in  which  they  are  engaged,  or  in 
which  they  have  been  engaged  since  the  last  re- 
port, and  such  otlier  information  and  facts  as 
may  be  requi]'ed  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  said  board. 

Act  approved  March  5,  1907,  Section  1,  10th 
Session,  Chapter  95. 

9575.  Applications  for  Parole. —In  consider- 
ing applications  for  parole,  the  State  Board  of 
Prison  Commissioners  shall  not  entertain  any 
])etition,  or  receive  any  written  communication, 
or  hear  any  argument  from  any  attorney  or 
other  person  not  connected  with  said  state  pri- 
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son  in  favor  of  tlie  parole  of  the  prisoner,  but 
tlie  state  board  may  institute  inquiries  by  cor- 
respondence, or  otherwise,  as  to  the  previous 
history  or  character  of  such  prisoner.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE 
GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  STATE  PRISON. 

For  the  guidance  of  the  Board  of  State 
Prison  Commissioners,  the  Prison  Warden,  em- 
ployees and  prisoners,  in  the  supervision,  gov- 
ernment and  discipline  of  the  State  Prison 
and  tlie  prisoners  therein  confined,  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  of  Mon- 
tana,, and  will  be  in  force  on  and  after  October 
1st,  1908. 

RULE  1. 

The  Governor  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Board,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Governor,  the 
Attorney  General  shall  act  as  President  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  the 
Secretary,  and  in  his  absence  the  Attorney 
General  shall  act  as  Secretary. 

RULE  2. 

The  Secretary  shall  procure,  or  cause  to 
be  procured,  a  record  book,  in  which  shall  be 
kept  a  full  and  complete  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board,  and  all  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Board. 

RULE  3. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  upon 
call  of  the  President,  or  any  two  members  there- 
of. Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  will  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month.  The 
President,  or  acting  President  of  the  Board,  and 
the  Secrfetary  or  acting  Secretary  shall  sign 
all  official  communications  of  the  Board. 

RULE  4. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  leg«nl 
custodian  of  the  books,  records  and  files  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  have  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
he  shall  keep  full  and  complete  accounts  of  the 
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minutes  and  all  transactions  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  also  keep  a  complete 
record,  showing  the  name  of  every  prisoner  con- 
fined in  the  State  Prison,  the  County  from 
which  committed,  the  crime  for  which  the  pris- 
oner was  sentenced,  the  term  of  employment^ 
-and  such  other  facts  or  data  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  may  be  desirable;  and  he  shall 
also  keep  a  record  showing  the  cost  of  the  main- 
tenance per  capita  per  clay,  per  week  or  per 
month,  of  each  prisoner,  and  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  erection  and  improvement  of 
buildings  upon  the  prison  grounds.  He  shall 
also  be  the  custodian  of  all  contracts  made  by 
the  Board  for  the  furnishing  of  supplies  or 
other!  contracts  'executed,  respecting  the  con- 
duct of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  State 
Prison.  He  shall  also  keep  and  preserve  all 
requisitions  made  by  the  Warden  for  'supplies 
or  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  furnished  for 
the  State  Prisoners,  and  also  a  book  of  ac- 
counts, showing  in  detail  the  monthly  expenses 
incident  to  the  conduct  of  the  Prison. 

RULE  5. 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  in  May,  warden, 
1909,  and  thereafter  every  second  year,  the  ^i^i^'^^^^n^ 
Board  shall  appoint  a  Warden  of  the  State 
Prison,  whose  term  of  office  'shall  begin  on  the 
first  day  of  July  after  his  appointment,  and  be 
for  the  period  of  two  years,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law,  and  provided  that  the  Board 
shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  revoke 
such  appointment  and  remove  the  Warden  at 
any  time.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation 
or  removal  of  the  Warden  during  his  term,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  such  term. 

Until  otherwise  provided  for  by  law,  or  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board,  the  salary  SSy'^^of. 
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of  the  Warden  shall  be  Three  Thousand  Dollars 
per  annum,  payable  in  monthly  installments  of 
Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars, 
of  The  Warden,  within   ten   days  after  re- 

warden.  ceiving  uotice  of  his  appointment,  shall  execute 

and  deliver  to  the  Olerk  of  the  Board  a  good 
and  sufiflcient  bond  to  the  State,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him 
by  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board,  which  isaid  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  and  tiled  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

RULE  6. 

The  Warden  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive 
officer  of  the  State  Prison,  and  in  the  perform- 
warden,  auce  of  liis  duties  shall  be  guided  by  the  stat- 

duties  of.  ^^^^  directing  the  management  of  the  Prison^ 

and  by  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders  as 
may  be  adopted  by  this  Board.  The  Wardeni 
is  required  to  reside  at  the  State  Prison,  and  to* 
give  per-sonal  attention  to  the  management  and 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  institution  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  the  proper  ap- 
plication and  enforcement  of  these  rules  and 
regulations.  He  has  such  powers,  and  must 
perform  such  duties  as  are  now  or  may  hereaf- 
ter be  provided  by  law  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  this  Board.  He  is  entrusted  with 
the  control,  custody,  care,  management  and 
safe-keeping  of  the  prisoners  confined  in  the 
State  Prison,  and  also  the  State  Prison  and  the 
propert}^  therein,  and  is  held  personally  respon- 
^ible  for  the  manner  in  which  the  prison  is  con- 
ducted. He  shall  personally  examine  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Prison  at  frequent  intervals,  and  see 
each  prisoner  under  liis  care  as  often  as  the  good 
of  the  prisoners,  and  the  necessities  of  the  pris- 
oners require.    He  shall  see  that  prisoners  are 


treated  with  humanity,  and  that  no  unneces- 
sary severity  is  practiced  by  the  guards  or  em- 
ployees of  the  prison,  and  that  the  sick  and  com- 
plaining have  proper  medical  and  other  neces- 
sary attendance,  and  are  supplied  with  proper 
food. 

RULE  7. 

The  Deputy  Warden  is  the  assistant  and  '^^.F^'^g^ 
agent  of  the  W arden  in  the  government  and  duties  of. 
management  of  the  inmates  of  the  prison.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Warden,  the  Deputy  shall 
liave  the  same  powers,  and  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Warden.  Hiis  orders  shall  be 
respected  and  obeyed  by  subordinate  officers, 
guards,  employees  and  inmates.  He  shall  have 
special  control  and  direction  of  all  officers  un- 
der his  own  rank,  and  all  guards  and  em- 
ployees of  the  prison,  and  shall  be  responsible 
that  every  one  performs  his  respective  duties 
with  intelligence,  fidelity  and  zeal.  It  shall 
also  be  his  duty  to  promptly  report  to  the  War- 
den every  neglect  of  duty  in  propriety  or  mis- 
conduct on  the  part  of  any  officer,  guard  or 
employee. 

RULE  8. 

The  Warden  has  power  to  appoint  and  re-  Guards  and 
move ,  a  Deputy  W arden,  and  11  necessary  appointment  of. 
Guards  and  assistants  in  and  about  the  prison; 
]:>rovided,  however,  that  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  guards  and  assistants  to  be  appointed, 
and  the  amount  of  their  salary  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  determined  in  advance  by  the  Board, 
except  in  cases  of  insurrection,  revolt  or  escape 
of  the  prisoners,  or  other  emergencies,  endan- 
gering health,  life,  or  property,  in  which  event 
the  Warden  may  employ  such  special  assist- 
ants as  the  emergency  may  demand. 
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RULE  9. 

Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  or  the 
rules  of  this  Board,  the  maximum  number  of 
guards  and  assistants,  and  the  amount  of  their 
salary,  shall  be  as  follows: 
ISLrdJfefc.  Deputy  Warden,  at  a  salary  of  One  Hun- 

dred Dollars  per  month. 

One  Assistant  Warden  at  a  salary  of  Nine- 
ty Dollars  per  month. 

One  Oell-house  keeper,  at  a  salary  of  Sev- 
enty-five Dollars  per  month. 

Two  Guard  Captains,  at  a  salary  of  Sev- 
enty-five Dollars  per  month  each. 

Twenty-seven  Guards,  at  a  salary  of  Fifty 
Dollars  per  month  each.

All  such  employees  to  receive  board,  at 
the  Yard  mess-house,  in  addition  to  their  salary. 

RULE  10. 

The  Guards  and  other  assistants  must  ren- 
Guards,  ^^1^  ^  prom]it,  willing  and  positive  obedience  to 

duties  of.  rules  of  this  Board,  and  to  the  rules  of  the 

Prison,  as  well  as  the  orders  and  instructions 
of  the  W^arden.  They  are  to  devote  their  best 
energies  and  abilities  to  the  industrious  and 
faithful  performance  of  caring  for,  keeping  in 
custody,  controlling  and  safe-keeping  of  the 
prisoners  and  the  prison  property. 

Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  labor 
for  all  Guards,  except  in  the  cases  provided 
for  in  Section  9723  Revised  Codes. 

The  Warden  may  discharge  any  Guard  or 
assistant  whenever  in  his  judgment  it  is  neces- 


sary  so  to  do^  and  the  salary  of  the  person  so 
discharged  ceases  from  and  after  the  day  des-  - 
ignated  by  the  Warden  in  notifying  him  as  the 
date  on  which  his  discharge  will  take  eff  ect.  All 
such  discharges,  and  the  cause  thereof  shall  be 
at  once  reported  to  the  Board  in  writing. 

RULE  11. 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  discipline  Guards, 
of  the  prison,  the  guards  shall  provide  them- 
selves with  a  uniform  cap  and  badge,  such  as 
-shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Warden,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  wliicli  shall  be  constantly 
worn  while  on  duty.  They  shall  constantly  ob^ 
serve  the  utmost  cleanliness  in  dress,  personal 
habits,  etc.,  compatible  with  their  duties.

They  shall  liquidate  promptly  all  obliga- 
tions contracted  while  in  the  emplov  of  the 
State.

contracting  with  any  firm  or  person  to  furnisJi 
more  than  a  month's  supplies  of  any  article  or 
articles,  then  and  during  the  life  of  such  a  con- 
tract, the  Warden  shall  procure  such  article  or 
articles  as  needed,  direct  from  the  contractor, 
at  the  contract  price,  and  shall  at  the  end  of

heredity,  so  far  as  effects  his  criminality  or 
health;  also  the  condition  of  his  lieart,  limgs  and 
othtir  organs,  the  rate  of  pulse  and  respii'ntion ; 
the  measurement  of  his  chest  and  abdoincn  ;  jmd

any  existing  disease;  deformity,  or  other 
acquired  or  inlierited  disability;  and  he  shall 
immediately  vaccinate  him.  He  shall  not  make 
known  the  physical  ability  or  disability  of  the 
prisoner  to  any  person  except  the  Board  or 
Warden,  but  he  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a 
full  written  report  respecting  each  prisoner. 

KULE  43. 

He  shall  in  all  cases  direct  the  diet  to  be 
prepared  for  the  sick,  and  should  it  happen  that 
his  directions  or  prescriptions  be  neo^lected,  he 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Warden,  and  make 
a  memorandum  thereof  in  the  ^'Hospital  Kegis- 
tei",  under  the  head  of  remarks  therein  and 
opjio'site  the  name  of  the  prisoner  prescribed 
for. 

KULE  44. 

He  is  required  to  visit  daily  every  prisoner 
confined  in  solitary  confinement,  and  carefully 
examine  his  physical  condition,  and  keep  a  record 
of  the  same. 

RULE  45. 

He  shall  make  a  yearly  report  to  this  Board 
of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  for  the 
past  3^ear  in  which  he  shall  carefully  show  the 
name  of  each  patient  received  in  the  hospital, 
or  treated  in  the  cells  or  hospitals  during  the 
year;  stating  their  respective  age,  color,  disease, 
occupation  in  prison,  quantity  and  kinds  of 
medicine  administered  each  day,  time  they  re- 
mained in  the  hospital,  date  of  commencement 
and  termination  of  treatment;  also  of  all  deaths 
that  occur  in  the  prison,  cause  thereof;  trans- 
fers to  insane  asylum,  if  any,  and  such  other 
matters  and  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  show 
the  actual  condition  and  health  of  ever^^  prisoner 
confined  in  the  prison. 


GI^NIERAL  RULES  FOR  PRISONERS. 


Uniform  to  be 
furnished;  hair 
and  beard  to  be 
closely  cropped. 


RULE  46. 

Upon  their  admission  to  the  prison,  each 
prisoner  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  fur- 
nished with  suitaible  and  comfortable  clothing, 
of  uniform  pattern  and  description;  they  shall 
be,  at  the  'same  time,  closely  shaven,  with  hair 
cropped  close  to  the  head.  Every  prisoner  shall 
have  his  beard  shaved  weekly  and  his  hair  cut 
monthly.  This  rule  will  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  femaJe  prisoners,  except  so  much  there- 
of as  shall  require  them  to  be 
cleansed. 

RULE  47. 

Each  prisoner  shall  be  allowed  one  hat  or  ciothin^ 
cap,  one  jacket,  two  shirts,  in  winter  two  under-  pSs^er.^^^ 
shirts,  two  pairs  of  drawers,  one  pair  of  pants, 
two  pairs  of  socks,  and  one  pair  of  shoes.  All 
other  clothing  in  the  possession  of  the  prisoner, 
or  which  may  thereafter  be  found  in  their  pos- 
session, must  be  taken  from  them  by  any  officer 
discovering  the  isame,  and  delivered  to  the 
iWarden.

RULE  48. 

Each  prisoner  may  also  have  in  his  posses- 
sion one  handkerchief,  tooth  pick,  tooth  brush, 
small  mirror,  fine  or  coarse  comb,  his  letters 
coming  through  the  office,  photographs  or  other 
13icture3  of  his  friends,  and  his  own  books,  if  of 
such  character  as  the  Board  or  Warden  approves. 

All  letters  received  for  prisoners  shall  be 
first  opened  and  inspected  by  the  Warden  before 
being  delivered  to  prisoners. 

RULE  49. 

Prisoners  who  have  not  become  addicted  to 
the  use  of  tobacco  prior  to  their  reception  at  the 
prison,  will  not  be  permitted  to  use  the  same 
therein  during  the  term  of  their  imprisonment.

RULE  50. 

At  9  o'clock  P.  M.  every  prisoner  must  go 
to  bed  (but  may  go  earlier  if  they  choose),  and 
a  profound  silence  must  be  observed  from  that 
time  until  the  sound  of  the  bell  in  the  morning. 
When  going  to  bed  for  the  night,  they  will  be 
required  to  divest  themselves  of  all  clothing, 
except  shirts  and  drawers.  When  i>ermitted  the 
use  of  the  bed  for  resting,  shoes  must  be  taken 
off. 

RULE  51. 

When  going  into  the  cells  to  be  locked  up, 
all  prisoners  must  hold  the  cell  door  closed  when 
the  sliding  bar  is  thrown  on  or  the  lock  drawn. 
At  all  times  when  locked  up  for  the  night,  each 
prisoner  must  stand  up  facing  the  cell  door, 
with  one  hand  holding  onto  the  door,  until  the 
door  is  tried  by  the  officer  and  count  made  im- 
mediately after  locking.  No  prisoner  will  be 
permitted  to  address  a  guard  while  making  the 
count. 

ItULE  52. 

At  the  general  ringing  of  the  bell  in  the 
morning  which  sihall  not  be  earlier  than  five,  nor 
later  than  seven  o'clock,  every  prisoner  must 
get  up  (unles's  confined  by  sickness),  dress  him- 
self, make  up  his  bed  neatly,  wash  himself, 
SAveep  out  his  cell,  put  every  article  in  his  cell 
in  order,  and  be  ready  for  unlocking  for  break- 
fast. Any  one  not  up  and  ready  for  meals  will 
be  deprived  of  them. 

RULE  53. 

They  must  keep  their  person,  all  their  clotli- 
ing,  bedding  and  cells  clean  and  in  perfect  order ; 
they  must  not  deface  their  cells,  books  or  any 
article  they  may  have  in  their  cells  or  possession, 
by  marks  or  otherwise;  are  not  to  spit  upon 
the  floors  of  the  cells,  prison  dining-rooms,  hos- 
pital, chapel  or  shops. 
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RULE  54, 

They  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  from  cell  ^'^^^'p^  '-"^^^ 


No  books 
papers,  or  other  property  must  be  passed 
loaned  by  one  prisoner  to  another.

RULE  55. 

When  called  upon  to  perform  any  labor 
they  shall  do  so  faithfully,  silently  and  diligent- 
ly, and  at  all  time's  conduct  themselves  soberly, 
avoid  all  laughing  and  unnecessary  noise,  and  to 
preserve  entire  silence  except  when  it  may  be 
necessary  to  speak  in  relation  to  their  wants, 
and  in  all  such  cases  to  speak  in  a  low  voice 
and  respectful  manner.  They  shall  obey  all 
orders  promptly  and  not  be  allOAved  to  make  a 
negative  reply,  or  make  any  excuse  whatever;

RULE  57. 

They  are  prohibited  from  communicating 
to  or  with  each  other  by  words,  writing,  looks, 
winks  or  signs  of  any  kind,  when  performing 
any  labor,  except  bo  far  as  may  be  necessary  in 
relation  to  their  work,  and  then  only  by  permis- 
sion and  in  tlie  presence  of  their  keeper.  They 
are  also  prohibited  from  communicating  with 
each  other  in  the  dining  room,  bath  house  or 
on  the  walk,  or  at  any  other  place  except  when 
in  their  cells,  and  then  only  with  their  cell  mate 
in  a  whisper.

They  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  place 
where  they  are  put  to  work,  nor  the  work  the,y 
are  ordered  to  perform,  without  special  permis- 
sion of  the  officer  in  charge. 

RULE  59. 

When  at  meals  or  at  work,  if  anything  may 
be  needed,  they  are  to  signify  by  holding  up  the 
cup  or  hand. 

RULE  60. 

No  profane  or  disrespectful  language  shall 
be  indulged  in  by  any  prisoner  when  addressing 
the  Warden,  keepers,  guards,  or  any  person  con- 
nected with  the  prison,  or  in  conversation  with 
the  other  prisoners,  and  in  all  cases,  when 
addressing  such  persons,  except  fellow  prisoners, 
they  will  be  required  to  use  the  surname  pre- 
fixing ' '  Mr. ' '  thereto. 

RULE  61. 

In  all  cases  speaking  to  or  of  a  prisoner,  tOie 
surname  only  will  be  used,  except  where  there 
shall  be  two  of  the  same  name,  and  in  that  case, 
they  shall  be  designated  as  No.  1  or  No.  2  or  No. 
3  as  the  case  may  require. 

RULE  62. 

Gazing  or  staring  at  visitors,  or  speaking  to 
tliem  without  permission,  is  forbidden. 

RULE  63. 

Prisoners  must  never  approach  an  officer 
who  has  firearms,  without  first  informing  him 
and  getting  permission. 

RULE  64. 

The  property  and  clothing  of  the  prisoner, 
on  their  arrival  at  the  prison,  "shall  be  taken 
from  them,  and,  if  worth  preserving,  securely 
kept  and  restored  to  them  upon  their  discharge. 
But  if  the  prisoner's  sentence  is  for  more  than 
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two  years,  his  clothing,  if  fit  for  use,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  prison  for  its  use.  All  garments 
received  from  prisoners,  if  fit  for  use,  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  made  decent  before 
using. 

RULE  65. 

Each  prisoner  is  allowed  to  correspond  with  correspondence 
Ms  own  immediate  friends  and  relatives  once  piraiutJd.*^^ 
in  each  week,  and  no  oftener,  except  in  cases  of 
serious  illness.  He  may  be  visited  once  every 
two  weeks,  by  permission  of  the  Warden.  At 
all  such  interviews,  prisoners  must  set  apart 
from  their  visitors,  and  the  conversation  must  visitors  allowed 
be  distinct,  so  that  the  officer  can  see  or  hear  prisoners, 
whatever  is  done  or  said.  He  shall  allow  no 
article  to  be  pas'sed  from  one  to  another,  except 
it  go  through  his  hands.  For  any  violation  of 
these  rules,  the  privilege  of  corresponding  will 
1)0  withdrawn  for  one  month  or  longer,  according 
to  the  gravity  of  the  offense.  Packages  ol 
tobacco,  fruit,  food  or  wearing  apparel  sent  to 
prisoners  will  not  be  admitted.  Letters  in 
cipher  will  be  destroyed.  Visitors  shall  be 
charged  an  admission  fee  of  ten  cent's  each  to 
be  used  for  library  purposes  at  the  prison;  pro- 
vided that  such  fee  shall  not  be  exacted  of 
relatives  or  attorneys  of  prisoners,  or  State  Offi- 
•cers. 

RULE  66. 

All  letters  written  by  the  prisoners  must 
be  sent  unsealed  to  the  Warden's  office,  with  131^.^^,^10113  for 
the  name  of  the  writer  signed  in  full.    Each  writing  letters, 
prisoner  will  write  as  distinctly  as  possible,  so 
that  their  letters  can  be  easily  read  before  mail- 
ing; must  never  write  between    or   across    the  correspondence 
lines,  and  never  on  more  than  two  sheets  of  proh^bfted^^'^" 
prison  letter  head  paper  in  any  one  letter.  No 
correspondence  for  publication  will  be  allowed, 
and  all  improper  letters  will  be  destroyefl,  with- 
held or  returned  to  the  prisoner,  at  the  discretion

EULE  68. 

Prisoners  will  be  permitted  to  subscribe  for 
and  receive  such  papers  and  magazines  as  are 
represented  by  ^'Harper's  Weekly"  and  ''Month- 
ly'', ''Leslie's  .Weekly'',  "Century",  "Scientific 
American",  "Scribner's  Monthly",  "Atlantic 
Monthly",  and  other  magazine  publications  of 
the  clas:s  and  character  above  named;  and  such 
as  the  Board  shall  first  approve. 

RULE  69. 

Prisoners  shall  not  be  required,  or  in  any  case 
permitted  to  work  or  labor  outside  of  the  prison 
grounds,  except  in  the  manner  now,  or  hereafter 
l^rovided  by  law  and  the  rules  of  this  Board, 
adopted  in  accordance  with  law. 

RULE  70. 

They  shall  not  be  allowed  or  required  to 
make  or  manufacture  any  article  for  any  o'uards, 
warden  or  any  other  person.  They  may  be  per- 
mitted to  make  up  and  manufacture  for  sale  any 
article  not  exceeding  four  pounds  in  weight,  for 
their  own  use  and  benefit.

EULE  75. 

The  prison  shall  be  suitably  and  sufficiently  prison  to  be 
ventilated  at  all  times  during  the  year,  and  suffi-  warmed*:'^  '"'"'^ 
cient  warmth  in    winter    shall    be  generated 
through  the  halls  and  cells,  so  that  the  prisoners 
shall  suffer  no  inconvenience  from  the  cold. 

EULE  76. 

No  permanent  vault  shall  be  maintained  or  Suitable  vessels 
used  in  any  apartment.  Every  cell  or  room  cT/l  ^^^^ 
occupied  by  a  prisoner  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  suitable  bucket,  with  a  cover  made  to  shut 
tight,  for  the  necessary  accommodation  of  such 
prisoner,  and  such  bucket  when  used  shall  be 
emptied  daily  and  constantly  kept  in  good  order, 
free  from  leakage  and  furnished  with  a  prop(»r 
disinfectant.    All  water  closets,    wash  basins 
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Kitched  cleaned 
and  yard  policed. 


and  bath  tubs  must  be  kept  clean,  and  the  nec- 
essary disinfectants  shall  be  kept  on  hand  and  in 
use. 

K.ULE  77. 

The  kitchens  shall  be  carefully  scrubbed 
out  at  least  once  each  day,  and  all  garbage  re- 
moved  therefrom,  that  no  filth,  or  dirt,  or  gar- 
bage be  allowed  to  accumulate  or  be  piled  up  iu 
the  prison  yard,  but  the  same  and  all  thereof 
shall  be  "policed"  at  least  once  each  day.  .

Where  a  prisoner  who  is  contaminated 
with  any  infectious,  loathsome  or  pulmonary 
disease  shall  be  removed  from  any  cell,  the  same 
shall  be  at  once  thoroughly  fumigated  and 
thoroughly  cleansed.  The  beds  and  bedding  of 
each  cell  shall  be  kept  clean,  in  good  order,  and 
made  up  every  morning. 

RULE  79. 

Strict  attention  must  constantly  be  paid  to 
the  personal  cleanliness  of  each  prisoner  in  the 
prison  and  to  that  end,  the  underclothing  of 
each  prisoner  must  be  washed,  and  the  prisoner 
himself  shaved  at  least  once  a  week,  and  made 
to  have  a  weekly  bath  of  cold  or  tepid  water 
applied  to  the  whole  surface  of  the  body,  unless, 
by  reason  of  sickness,  such  bath  would  be  hurt- 
ful or  dangerous. 

RULE  80. 

Each  prisoner  shall  be  furnished  daily  with 
as  much  clean  water  as  he  has  cause  for,  either 
as  drink  or  for  tlie  purpose  of  personal  cleanli- 
ness, and  with  a  clean  towel  once  a  week  or 
oftener,  if  it  is  required.  No  clothes  shall  be 
washed  or  hung  out  wet  in  any  cell    or  room 
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each  day.

RULE  81. 

The  Warden  shall  see  tliat  no  prisoner  prisoner  to 
evades  proper  washing  of  the  face,  neck  and  ^'^^^ 
liands,  which  must  be  engaged  in  every  morning 
immediately  after  rising,  and  he  shall  see  that 
no  prisoner  keeps  himself  in  a  filthy  or  unclean- 
ly condition.  The  carrying  in  or  keeping  of 
food  or  other  eatables  in  the  cells  by  the 
prisoners  is  strictly  forbidden. 

RULE  82. 

They  shall  have  three  meals  a  day  of  such

proper  by  the  Board,  subject  to  such  suggestions  food,  allowed 
as  may  be  made  by  the  physician,  and  by  him  ' 
considered  necessary  for    the    health    of  the 
prisoner. 

Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  or  the 
rules  of  this  Board,  the  daily  bill  of  fare  shall 
be  a:s  follows:

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PUNISHMENT  OF  PRISONERS. 
RULE  83. 

T'he  only  disciplinary  pnnishment  of  prison- 
ers allowed;  to  be  administered  in  this  prison 
are ; 

1.  Taking-  from  prisoner  one  or  all  of  his 
j)rivileges. 

2.  Handcuffing  prisoner  to  the  grated  cell 
door  at  the  height  of  his  head. 

3.  Wearing  shackles. 

4.  Solitary  confinement  in  a  dark  cell  on 
short  rations  of  bread  and  wiater;  and  shackled. 

5.  Forfeiture  of  good  time  earned  by  the 
priisoner. 

Corporal  punishments  of  any  kind  are  pro- 
hibited.    (See  Section  9736  Revised  Codes). 

RULE  84. 

If  any  prisoner  shall  approach  to  solicit 
or  shall  offer  any  inducements  to  a  fellow  pri- 
soner to  debase  himself,  or  if  he  shall  make  any 
agreement  with  a  fellow  prisoner  to  the  end  that 
he  may  commit  an  indecent  assault  upon  his 
person,  or  shall  actually  commit  an  assault  upon 
the  person  of  a  fellow  prisoner,  he  shall  be 
punished  by  solitary  confinement,  and  the  same 
and  all  thereof  shall  be  fully  reported  to  the 
Boiard  with  the  recommendation  that  he  be  de- 
prived of  all  good  time  earned. 

RULE  85. 

Whenever  any  prisoner  shall  offend  against  evc- 
the  order  and  discipline  of  the  prison,  he  shall  JJUSshyed 
be  promptly  punished.    Tliere  must  be  no  ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule.

BELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 
RULE  86. 

All  prisoners  may  attend  the  religious  ser- 
vices held  at  the  prison  on  Sunday  unless  they 
are  sick  or  excused  by  the  Warden  in  charge. 

RULE  87. 

Before  entering  the  cliapel  they  must  re- 
move from  the  mouth  any  tobacco  or  gum,  and 
when  in  the  chapel  must  take  seats  as  directed 
by  the  officer  in  charge.  They  must  give  strict 
and  silent  attention  to  the  services;  all  disposi- 
tion to  cough  must  be  suppressed ,  as  far  as 
possible,  and  no  shuffling  of  the  feet,  spitting  on 
the  floor  or  moving  of  the  body  calculated  to 
destroy  the  order  and  quiet  of  the  chapel  to  be 
entered  into.

ied by  an  officer  or  guard  of  the  prison,  and 
when  within  the  prison  will  be  under  the  sur- 
veillance of  the  officer  or  guard  accompanying 
them. 
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RULE  90'. 

Visitors  will  not  be  allowed  to  speak  or 
have  any  intercourse  whatever  with  the  pris- 
oners, and  when  passing  through  the  prison 
must  conduct  themselves  in  a  quiet  and  orderly 
manner.  Loud  talking,  laughing  and  personal 
allusions  to  prisoners,  by  remarks,  pointing,  or 
otherwise,  is  positively  prohibited.  Nor  shall 
the  officer  point  out  any  individual  prisoner  to 
visitors. 

RULE  91. 

The  Warden  may  refuse  admission  to  any 
person  having  a  permit  when  it  appears  that 
such  admission  would  be  injurious  to  the  best  when 
interests  of  the  prison,  but  he  shall  report  such 
refusal  forthwith  to  the  Board.

4.  Date  of  visit; 

5.  Visited  what  prisoner ;

This  statement  must  be  filled  out  on  a 
blank  form  furnished  by  the  Board. 

RULE  95. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9739 
Revised  Codes,  whenever  any  convict  is  dis- 
charged from  the  State  prison,  the  Warden  shall 
provide  him  with  proper  and  sufficient  clothing, 
at  a  total  cost  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars, 
and  must  give  him  in  addition  five  dollars  in 
money;  such  expenditure  on  account  of  prison- 
ers discharged  to  constitute  a  proper  charge 
against  the  State. 

RULE  96. 

For  the  clothing  and  money  furnished,-  as 
provided  in  Rule  95,  the  Warden  shall  take  from 
each  prisoner  so  furnished  either  or  both,  a  per- 
sonal receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  attached 
as  a  voucher  to  his  bills  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Examiners  each  month. 


GUARDS. 


RULE  97. 

The  security  of  the  prisoners  depends,  in  a 
great  measure,  on  the  intelligence,  physical 
strength,  and  integrity  of  the  gnards,  their 
knowledge  of  human  character,  ready  use  of 
firearms,  and  understanding  of  discipline, 
(xuards  shall  he  hetween  the  ages  of  twenty-one 
and  forty-five  years^  intelligent,  courageous,  and 
of  good  moral  character. 

RULE  98. 

Each  Guard  shall  be  furnished  with  a  ser- 
viceable breech-loading  repeating  rifle  and  cart- 
ridge box.  The  rifle  shall  always  be  loaded 
while  on  duty,  and  at  least  twenty  rounds  of 
ammunition  shall  be  carried  in  the  cartridge 
box. 

RULE  99. 

They  are  not  to  leave  their  posts  or  'sta- 
tions on  any  pretense  whatever  without  being 
relieved,  and  are  not  to  suffer  a  j)risoner  to 
pass  through  the  gate,  except  in  charge  of  a 
proper  officer  or  guard.  , 

RULE  100. 
They  shall  keep  their  firearms  clean  and 
in  good  order,  ready  at  all  times  for  use,  and 
they  are  constantly  to  keep  in  mind  that  it  is 
required  of  them  to  x)revent,  at  all  hazards,  any 
prisoner  from  making  his  escape. 

RULE  101. 
Guards  shall  not,  while  on  duty,  hold  con- 
versation with  each  other  or  any  one  else,  ex- 
cept such  as  may  refer  to  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  nor  with  visitors  within  the  hearing  of 
the  prisoners,  nor  will  they  be  allowed  to  point 
out  any  prisoner  to  visitors.  Neither  shall  they 
be  engaged  in  reading  or  writing,  other  than 
making  necessary  entries,  or  in  any  other  em-

RULE  102. 
They  shall  not  hold  commonplace  conversa- 
tion with  prisoners,  nor  make  inquiries  of  them 
relative  to  their  former  situation,  circum- 
stances or  history;  nor  shall  they  allow  pris- 
oners to  speak  to  them  upon  any  subject  not  im- 
mediately connected  with  their  employment  or 
wants. 

RULE  103 

Guards  are  required  to  preserve  harmony 
and  kind  feelings  among  themselves  to  the 
end  that  a  desirable  official  intercourse  may  be 
obtained.  They  must,  therfore,  be  respectful,  in 
their  intercourse  and  communications  with  each, 
other,  and  indulge  in  no  undue  liberties. 

RULE  104. 
They  shall  avoid  all  provoking  witticisms 
and  sarcasms,  and  all  collisions  and  jealousies 
among  themselves,  and  are  strictly  forbidden 
to  treat  each  other  with  disrespect  or  to  use 
any  ungentlemanly  or  profane  language.  They 
are  enjoined  mutually  to  sustain  and  support 
each  other,  to  conduct  themselves  with  strict 
propriety  and  to  co-operate  for  the  public  good, 
and  in  all  their  intercourse  with  the  prisoners 
to  exhibit  firmness,  uniform  equanimity  of  tem- 
per, regard  for  good  morals  and  religion  and  a 
deep  interest  in  the  proper  management  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  prison. 

RULE  105. 
Profanity  is  positively  prohibited  by  any 
warden,  guard  or  any  person  connected  with 
the  prison,  and  will  not  be  tolerated  under  any 
circumstances.  They  are  called  upon  to  prac- 
tice that,  by  way  of  example,  which  they  are 
required  by  precept  to  enforce. 
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RULE  106. 

Whenever  business  may  require  a  commun- 
ication to  be  made  by  a  warden  to  a  guard,  or 
by  one  g-uard  to  another,  such  communication 
must  be  brief,  in  a  low  tone  of  voice,  and  apart 
from  the  prisoners,  so  as  not  to  be  heard  by 
them;  it  being  hereby  enjoined  as  an  indispen- 
sable duty  that  no  conversation  shall  be  held 
by  any  of  the  wardens  or  guards  in  the  presence 
or  within  tlic  liearing  of  the  prisoners. 

RULE  107. 
The  warden  and  all  guards  shall  give  their 
orders  to  the  prisoners  with  distinctness,  and 
notice  and  report  all  cases  of  violation  of  the 
discipline  and  rules  of  the  prison.

RULE  111. 
Tlie  first  and  most  important  duty  of  a 
guard  at  all  times  is  to  maintain  the  safe  custody 
of  the  prisoners,  and  to  that  end  the  rules  of  the 
prison  require,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  justify, 
the  shooting  of  prisoners  when  in  a  state  of 
mutin^^,  offering'  violence  to  offtcers  or  other 
prisoners,  or  when  attempting  to  escape.  Ex- 
cept in  extreme  eases,  offenders  shall  be  once 
distinctly  waTiied  of  the  consequences,  before 
shooting  is  resorted  to. 

RULE  112. 
They  shall  not  allow  any  person  to  go  upon' 
the  wall  or  in  the  sentry  box;  nor  shall  they 
allow,  under  any  circumstances,  any  intoxicated 
or  riotous  person  to  pass  into  the  prison  yard.

No  prisoner  shall  be  permitted  to  pay  out 
3,n}r  money  belonging  to  him  and  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  prison  warden,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  employing  counsel  to  assist  in  ob- 
taining pardons  or  paroles,  or  to  employ 
ooun.sel  in  any  other  capacity  without  first 
obtaining  permission  of  the  Board  of  State 
Prison  Con'miosi oners ,  and  the  Y/arden  must 
see  to  it  that  thiF5  regulation  is  strictly 
enforced,
